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A new Lycosid spider from Fukui Prefecture, Japan.

The type specimens of tliis species are a pair of adult male and female 
which were collected by Mr. Maraoru Fujita at Sanrihama in Fukui Prefe¬ 
cture on October 3, 1937. They are now preserved in the author^s collection. 
The female is 23 mm. while the male is 17 mm, in lenghth. According to 
Mr. Fujita this species is found at seashore and it digs a burrow 15—30cm. 
deep in which it lives. The present species is closely allied to Lycosa suzukii 
Kishida 1913, but differs from the latter in the following characteristics : In 
Lycosa suzukii the coloration of both the sternum and hair which covers 
the sternum is pure black and the trochanters of the legs are blackish brown, 
but in X. fujitai the sternum and hair are brown and trochanters of the 
legs are remarkably bright yellowish brown.
